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prisonment. And any county auditor so attending shall be
entitled to the sum of three dollars ($3) per day and actual
traveling expenses, which amount shall be audited by the
board of county commissioners, and paid out of the county
treasury.

SEC. 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.

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AN ACT TO "PROVIDE FOR THE POSTING OP PROPOSED
AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION AT THE POLLING
PLACES IN THE SEVERAL ELECTION PRECINCTS OF THE
STATE.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION- ]. Whenever, hereafter, amendments to the con-
stitution shall be submitted to the people for their approval
or rejection, it shall be the duty of the judges of election, in
each election district of this State, before the opening of the
polls on election day, to post up at the place of holding such
election, so that the same can be seen and read, such pro-
posed amendments,

SEC. 2. That.said amendments shall be posted in'.the
English language, and may be either printed or written, or
partly printed and partly written.

SEC. 3. That any. judge of election violating the pro-
visions of this act, shall be subject to a fine of not exceeding
five dollars ($5) for each offense,

SEC. 4. That all justices of the peace shall have authority
and may enforce the provisions of this act.

SEC. 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.
